The  theme  of  April  programming  is  Health.  The  health  of 
our  community  is  important  to  us.  This  has  been  a  winter 
when  we  have  seen  the  area  ravaged  by  the  force  of  an 
unstable  economy.  The  homeless  population  grew  with 
shocking  speed  and  the  pressures  of  unemployment  touched 
nearly  all  of  us. 

Nationally,  the  debate  on  the  moves  we  should  make  to 
ensure  a  healthy  planet  has  grown  louder.  Nightly  news  has 
covered  war  and  military  maneuvering,  the  outcome  of  which 
will  determine  whether  or  not  there  will  be  healthy  societies 
on  the  earth.  All  these  events  around  us  have  left  not  just  the 
negatives  with  us  (fear,  worry),  but  also  the  positives:  exam- 
ples of  bravery,  rededication,  and  spirit.  It  all  need  not  just  roll 
over  us;  we  can  take  pieces  of  it  and  decide  to  make  our  own 
impact. 

This  is  the  time  of  year  around  the  station  when  we  have 
that  specialcharge  of  Spring  energy.  Winter's  work  is  begin- 
ning to  pay  off  and  there  is  a  sense  of  renewal  in  the  air. 

We  are  starting  out  on  our  sixth  year.  It  began  auspiciously 
with  the  news  from  Arbitron  -  the  radio  research  company 
'—that  our  audience  has  doubled  in  the  past  year.  At  the  same 
time  we  were  notified  by  the  D.C.  Commission  for  the  Arts 
and  Humanities  that  we  had  been  awarded  a  $15,000  Impact 
Funding  Grant  in  the  media  division.  The  grant  will  be 
invested  in  our  financial  stabilization  effort:  both  to  settle 
current  projects  and  toenhance  ourdevelopment efforts.  We 
expect  to  begin  a  major  capitalization  campaign  this  year  to 
bring  WPFW  into  its  next  phase  of  development  as  a  full- 
service  radio  station. 

Aren't  you  proud  of  us?  The  shoestring  we  are  operating  on 
isn't  getting  any  fatter  —  perhaps  just  a  bit  longer  though. 
Returns  from  our  Fall  Membership  Drive  were  better  than 
they  ever  have  been,  and  we  are  dependingon  our  listeners  to 
commit  themselves  again  to  tell  other  people  to  listen  to  the 
station,  and  to  support  it. 

This  month  we'll  focus  on  a  healthy  community.  Your  phys- 
ical health,  your  spiritual  health,  your  city's  health.  The  music 
you  hear  on  WPFW  speaks  to  your  mind,  it's  one  of  the 
exciting  attributes  of  this  art  form  known  as  jazz.  It  is  a  part  of 
our  focus  programming  too:  "don't  let  them  mess  with  your 
mental  health." 

Our  base  annual  subscriber  fee  is  $30.  It  is  the  accumula- 
tion of  these  small  amounts  of  money  which  allows  us  to 
grow  and  service  our  community  better.
